can be invented. 

Let us inſtance then, in the late /rijþ Alarum, with what a 
Panick Fear was the whole Nation ſtruck at that time, and what 
Lamenting, what Skreeking and Crying was there heard in our 
Streets ( with the Women): And though the Men ſhew'd all 
the Bravery of the Old, Engliſh Courage, in muſtering together 
to encounter the Danger ; yet, as Men of Common Senſe, who 
would not be Fool-hardy , conſidering the Tumult and Confu- 
ſion, and with what horror and dread the Danger was repre- 
ſented, it can't well be ſuppos'd, but that they too were in ſuch 
a Conſternation, as that they wes been willing to have 

| made 
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| of 
made a good large Offering , towards the appeaſing thoſe ſup- 
pogd, fierce and ravenous Demons, if that would have ſav*d the 
reſt, and alſo their, and their Wives and Childrens Lives, 

May we not reaſonably ſuppoſe, every body would have giv- 
en a Year or two's Revenue, and ſo proportionable for Perſo: 
nal Eſtates : And herein | dare appeal to every Man's pri- 
vate Thoughts, if they would bur ſer themſelves to repreſent 
the danger, juſt as it appear*d to them then, if they would not 
have been willing, to have made ſuch an Offering as above, and 
thought they had compounded at an ecalie Rate. 

Our danger now, ( for ought | know )) is as great as .it was 
ſuppos'd to be then, tho? nor all our ſo near at hand; for tho? 
a Conqueror may not take away our Lives (as above-ſaid)) yet 
ſuch a Life as we ſhould then have, would but be a lingring 
Death. Why then ſhould we not be as willing to give as good 
a Price towards procuring our Safety now, 2s then. 

Therefore ler's every one ſet apart two Years Revenue (and 
ſo proportionably, according to every ones ability ) for the Pub- 
lick Service; beſides what's already paſt, let's account our ſelves 
Debtors to the Publick, ſo much. *Tis an honeſt and juſt debt, 
and ought firlt to be paid : And thoſe who have no Mind to 
be in debt, may. reckon upon't as an Adventure ſent our, it may 

rhaps, make a Return, with good Encreaſe; at worſt, there 
15 good rcafon to hope, it will enſure the reſt of their ſtock : 
All this would ariſe to a very great Summ, and not much hurt

The Romans (a wiſe People) in their way of Taxing, had a re- 
gard to the Circumſtances of perſons, and to their Uſefulneſs in 
the Common-wealth ; and the Reaſon and Nature of the thing re- 
quires it: For, may not a ſingle man, of an Hundred Pound per 
Annum clear Eſtate, afford to pay, double or treble, to him; thar 
hath but an eſtate of like Value, who hath a Wife and five or fix 
Children to maintain and provide for : There are great variety 
of Inſtances of this Nature; to enumerate them, and propoſe fit 
Remedies, would make up a Treatiſe of its ſelf; and a very uſeful 
one too it might be, well worth the pains of any ſuch perſon, as 
ſhall bave a Talent ſufficient for the undertaking it : For, it would 
require great Prudence and Conſideration. KN 
Methinks, to Tax people without any Conſideration of their 
rticular Abilities, ſeems as unreaſonable, as *cis amongſt the Good 
| Os to force all Conſtitutions to drink alike; whereas ſome 
may be Sick, others Drunk, while others again- may ſcarce be 


Toucht, nor ſo much as Merry. So in our Caſe, by this unequal- 


equal-way of Taxing every ones Eſtate alike; ſome may be Weak- 
ned, others almoit Undone, while others (viz. the Rich Ones) are

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' . Many a ſeeming - Topping - Tradeſman, who bears it off at a 
great Rate, and who ſo much Talkt on, on the Change, as they ; 
yet ſuch of them muſt needs have many a ſad Heart-ake, and fetch 
many a deep Sigh in private, who knowing the weakneſs of their 
Condition, to be ſuch, that in a very little time, they muſt flink 
off the Stage, and vaniſh like an Apparition, or ſhrink into ſome 
low and/mean ſtation; Why may it not fare thus with this great 
Trefficker that makes ſuch a Buſle in the World ? His Forreign, and 
chief Trade of buying Towns, fails him already : We have heard 
no Returns in that kind of a long time; and his Home:Trade muſt 
needs run very Low, fince his highly-injured Neighbours refuſes all 
Commerce with him, for the Produtt of his own Country ever 
ſince he endeavour'd to Monopolize and Engroſs. | 

Theſe are probable circumſtances to Conjefture, 'that things are 
worſe with him than moſt pon ſuppoſe. If We and the Confe- 
derates hold together but for ſome time, Why may not this Glo- 
rious Sun with 'the Pompous Motto, (Nec pluribus Impar) be only 
like the ſplendor of the Sun when its going to ſet ? 

But as in Hawking, if the Cramp take the Hawk (a diſeaſe they 
are incident to) ir fo hinders her Flight, ſhe will ſcarce be a 
Match for a Crow : So, if we be too ſparing in our Supplies, we 
ſhall alſo be cramp'd in our Sinews of War ; We ſhall not be able 
to pounce and plume our Enemy, as we ought ; at that rate indeed 
the lurching Rook may well be too hard for the generous Hawk. 
And plume our Enemy we muſt, if ever we hope to live peaceably

We ſhould then have no more Solace and 
Satisfaftion, amidſt the pentiful product of our Country, than 
Damocles had, when plac'd at the plentiful well-ſpread Table of
